For 14 years, Nebraska Head Women’s Golf 
Coach Robin Krapfl has emphasized achieving 
excellence on and off the course. And it shows. 
Since Krapfl took the reigns of the NU program 
in 1987, the Huskers have: 

> Earned a nation-leading 26 NCAA Scholastic 
All-America honors. In 1992, all five of Krapfl's 
starters were honored with this distinction. It 
was the first time in women’s college golfhistory 
that a team had accomplished such 
» Won 29 academic all-conference a 
> Produced one NCAA All-Ameri 
Sight Champion, the 1989 Edith Munson Award 
winner and two TrueTemper Scholastic Award 
honorees. 
> Qualifed for five NCAA West Regional 
appearances. 

> Participated in the NCAA Tournament for 
the first time in school history (2000). 

> Under Krapfl, a two-time Big Eight Coach- 
of-the-Year, the Huskers have consistently 
finished near the top of the Big 12 Conference 
standings since its inception in 1996. 

Despite the long list of accomplishments 
the Huskers have compiled during Krapfl’s 
tenure, she promises that the best is yet to come. 
Krapfl guided the Huskers to a breakthrough 
season in 2000. Nebraska finished third at the 
Big 12 Championships to earn its fifth 
postseason appearance at the NCAA West 
Regional in Tempe, Ariz. 


At the regional, Nebraska shot a three-day 
total of 899 to finish ninth and qualify for the 
first NCAA Tournament in school history. 

The Huskers opened play in the 24-team 
championship May 24 on the par-72, 6,502- 
yard golf course in Sunriver, Ore. Nebraska 
ended the four-day tournament with a team 
score of 1,175 and a 19th-place finish. 

Krapfl, a native of West Point, Neb., has 
been associated with the Husker program since 
1979 when she played collegiate golf for 
Nebraska (1979-1982). In 1982 she graduated 
from the University of Nebraska with a 
bachelor’s degree in business administration, 

Krapfl went on to become a PGA 
Professional at the Lincoln Country Club. 
There, she worked as an assistant under head 
professional and former Husker coach Jerry 
Fischer. Krapfl also worked under Fischer as an 
assistant coach for the Husker women from 
1984 to 1987. 

Since taking the helm of the program in 1987, 
Krapfl has guided the Huskers to 17 tournament 
titles including a first-place finish at the 1999 
Big 12 Fall Preview. She is only the third coach 
in Nebraska women's golf history, following 
current men's coach Larry Romjue and Fischer. 

She is married to Richard Krapfl, who serves 
as the head girls golf coach at Lincoln Southeast 
High School. They have two sons, Robert, born 
on Oct. 30, 1992, and Ryan, born Aug. 20, 1994.

Bill Spangler enters his seventh season as an 
assistant coach for the women's golf program. 
Consistently one of the top amateur golfers in 
the state of Nebraska, Spangler is an experienced 
and avid golfer who knows what it takes to 
succeed both mentally and physically. 

Spangler was a member of the Arizona State 
golf team from 1980 to 1982, then transferred 
to Nebraska to play for Coach Larry Romjue. 
His Husker career was highlighted by an 
individual and team victory at the 1984 Kansas 
Invitational. 

He earned titles as the Nebraska State Junior 
Champion and the Nebraska State Match Play 
Champion. Spangler is a two-time Lincoln City 
Champion, two-time Michelob Amateur 
Champion, two-time U.S. Amateur Qualifier, 


and a runner-up in the Trans-Mississippi 
Amateur. In addition, he was named the 
Nebraska Amateur Player of the Year in 1987. 

In 1998 Spangler was victorious in the 
Fremont Invitational, a medalist in the U.S. mid- 
amateur qualifying tournament and was the 
runner-up in the Nebraska stroke play, shooting 
a four-round total of 280 (-8). 

Spangler, who joined the team midway 
through the 1994-95 season, handles the duties 
of monitoring winter conditioning and the 
qualifying rounds for starting positions. Spangler 
also assists with recruiting and the Alltel 
Invitational, held annually in Lincoln. 

Spangler graduated from Nebraska in 1985 
with a bachelor's degree in business 
administration, He is married to Alesia Dodson. 
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When Director of Athletics Bill Byrne came to the University of 
Nebraska in 1992, he had a vision. His plan was to balance the budget, 
provide a stable financial base to build successful programs into the next 
millennium, provide complete and integrated services for Husker student- 
athletes, improve N' ging facilities for the benefit of student-athletes 
and fans, and make Nebraska the best athletic program in the nation. He 
has pursued that vision with passion. 

In Byrne's eighth year in Lincoln, Nebraska resides among the nation’ 
best in all sports. The Huskers have ranked among the top 15 in the Sears 
Directors! Cup ineach of the last five years witha school-best fourth-place 
showing in 1996-97. Byrne won't rest until the Huskers are No. | 

Improving facilities to pave the way to success has been a priority. 
Facility upgrades were not only needed to recruit the nation's top athletes, 
but to provide improved fan amenities and fan safety. The 1999 season 
unveiled NU's biggest project yet, the $36.1 million Memorial Stadium 
Improvement Project, which includes much more than just 42 skyboxes 
and a press facility. The project provides a sound financial base for the 
future. Memorial Stadium improvements began with the addition of two 
HuskerVision replay boards in 1994, allowing Nebraska to become the 
firstcollegiate-owned venue to feature replay boards for its fans, Memorial 
Stadium was renovated to include an expanded training room, improved 
lockerrooms, anew publicaddress system, expanded restrooms, improved 
concession areas and improved seating for disabled fans. Complete 
waterproofing and concrete repair will continue throughout the stadium 
into the next decade. 

Facility updates do not end with the football program. The University 
of Nebraska-Lincoln, the City of Lincoln and Lincoln Professional 
Baseball broke ground on anew $32.1 million baseball/softball complex 
in April. Byrne led fundraising efforts for the complex, which will house 
the NU baseball and softball teams as well as a new Northern League 
franchise. 

The Bob Devaney Sports Center received more than $7.9 million in 
improvements, including the addition of HuskerVision screens. The 
project also included improved fan amenities, better seating for disabled 
fans and a complete upper concourse renovation with a Hall of Honor, 
Husker Timeline and other exhibits commemorating a century of NU 
athletics. Other improvements to Devaney under Byrne's watch include 
a new locker room for women's staff, a new roof over the pool area, 
remodeling of the central concessions area, a new weight room, new 
women's basketball locker room and a passenger elevator. 

Byrne orchestrated these improvements while balancing the budget. 
NUhada$2.5 million deficitwhen Byrne arrived in 1992. While operating 
ona $36 million budget, the deficit is gone and the athletic program now 
provides more than $40 million in economic impact to the Lincoln 
community each year. 

During Byrne's tenure in Lincoln, Nebraska became only the second 
school in NCAA history to win three national football titles ina four-year 
span. He has helped increase Nebraska's conference-leading athletic 
program to 24 sports with the additions of women's soccer (1994), 
women's bowling (1997-98) and women's rifle (1998-99) and has been a 
strong supporter of complying with Title IX without hurting Nebraska's

century-old men's programs. In the past six years, Byrne has promoted 
three women to senior administrative positions. In fact, Nebraska is the 
only school in the nation with awoman in charge of football operations and 
one of few Division I football schools to have a woman directing its sports. 
information department. 

Byrne has continued to make great strides in helping Nebraska improve 
its rank among the nation's elite, even though the Huskers entered the 
powerful Big 12 Conference in 1996. During the 1999-2000 season, 
Nebraska finished in the top 20 nationally in 16 sports (football, volleyball, 
baseball, bowling, women's cross country, women's golf, men's 
ics, women's gymnastics, women's indoorand outdoor track, rifle, 
men’s and women's swimming, wrestling and softball). 

Byme is recognized as a national leader in collegiate athletics and 
continues to make an aggressive effort to place conference officials on key 
NCAA committees to represent Big 12 institutions. In 1999, he served as 
the chairman of the Big 12 Conference Board of Athletic Directors and has 
had an active voice in conference planning. 

Before coming to Nebraska, Byme became one of the youngest directors 
of athletics in Division I, assuming the top job at Oregon in May 1984. He 
established fund-raising offices in Portland and southern Oregon and setup 
a full-time marketing and promotions operation, which blossomed to 
encompass the Oregon Sports Network for statewide in-house production 
of Ducks games on radio and television. Byrne led the $19 million fund drive 
that resulted in new homes for Oregon's football team and athletic offices. 
He was responsible for the construction ofa new press box, sky suites and 
total renovation of Autzen Stadium in 1991. Two years later, the facility's 
Hall of Champions was dedicated in Byrne's honor. Byrne served as 
president of the National Association of Collegiate Directors of Athletics 
(NACDA) in 1991-92, and is currently in his eighth year on the NACDA 
‘ecutive Committee. He was chairman of the Pac-10 Conference 
‘ecutive Committee and was the National Athletic Fundrai 
National Fundraiser of the Year. 

Byrne grew up in Idaho and attended Idaho State. He was the student 
body president and received bachelor's and master's degrees in business 
from Idaho State in 1967 and 1971, Before going to Oregon in 1982, he was 
assistant athletic director at San Diego State (1980-82), executive director 
of the New Mexico Lobo Club (1976-79) and director of alumni relations at 
Idaho State (1971-76). 

Byrne's wife, Marilyn, is the dean of graduate studies in educational 
leadership at Doane College and earned her Ph.D. in higher education 
administration from NU. The Byrnes have two sons and two grandsons. 
Greg and Regina Byrne and their sons, Nicholas, 5, and Davis, 3, live in 
Junction City, Ore., where Greg is an associate athletic director at Oregon 
State. Bill and Marilyn's other son, Bill, is a vice president for Visa in its 
world-wide computer center located in San Mateo, Calif.

Bob Burton enters his third year at Nebraska as the associate athletic 
director for compliance/sports administration. Burton oversees 
compliance for all 24 of Nebraska's sports and the administration and 
supervision of 20 of Nebraska’s 24 varsity sports, with the exception 
of football, men's basketball, women's basketball and volleyball. His 
responsibilities include ensuring that operation principles for the conduct 
of the NU Athletic Department are in compliance with NCAA and Big 
12 Conference rules, regulations and guidelines. Burton also oversees 
budgets, personnel and scheduling for his assigned sports. 

Burton, who currently serves on the NCAA Division | women’s 
soccer committee, filled a similar position at Oklahoma State as the

athletic director and the senior woman administrator. In addition to her 
responsibilities with compliance for the entire athletic program, Hibner has 
also coordinated and directed special events, including Big 12 Conference 
and NCAA Championship events in basketball, gymnastics, softball, 
volleyball, soccer and swimming. 

Hibner supervises the publication of the student-athlete handbook and 
was the senior editor of the letterwinners directory, "107 Years of 
Letterwinners at Nebraska," in 1997. Hibner was also a driving force in the 
creation of the University of Nebraska's mascot, "Lil' Red" in 1994. 

Hibner served a five-year term as a peer reviewer on the NCAA 
Committee on Athletics Certification beginning in 1994. Shealsocompleted 
her service as the chairwoman of the Big 12 Conference Board of Senior 
Woman Administrators in September of 1999. 

She was chosen as the National Association of Collegiate Women 
Athletic Administrators District Seven Administrator of the Year in 1997. 
The National Association of Collegiate Gymnastics Coaches for Women 
named Hibner the 1998-99 Region Three Administrator of the Year. 
Hibner, who received the YWCA Tribute to Women award in 1994, was 
honored in April of 2000 with the NU Athletic Department's first award 
for outstanding contribution to women's athletics.

Softball Advisory Committee. She is a past chairwoman of the NCAA 
Division I Softball Committee and a current member of the group. Hibner 
is a past president of the University of Nebraska Association for 
Administrative Development. 
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As the 2001 season approaches, 
expectations for the Nebraska women’s golf 
program have risen to an all-time high. 

NU women’s golf coach Robin Krapfl 
doesn’t lie awake at night and wonder why. 
The Huskers produced a school history- | 
making season in 2000 in which their list of 
accomplishments included a third-place Big 
12 Conference finish, a ninth-place showing 
at the NCAA West Regional and an NCAA | 
Tournament bid. 

The question, Krapfl said, is whether the 
Huskers can improve upon last season’s 
historic performances. The 13-year coaching 
veteran thinks they can. 

“The expectations for this team are going 
to be higher than they have been in the past 
for this program,” Krapfl said. “The players 
have been to the NCAA Tournament. They 
know what it’s like now, and they’re going 
to want to get back there. 

“[ don’t want to put too much pressure 
on them, but if everyone improves as they 
should from year to year, we will be an even 
stronger team than last year.” 

The Huskers have reason for optimism. 
Four of Nebraska’s top five players from 
the 2000 NCAA Tournament squad return, 
including junior All-Big 12 Conference | 
honoree Sarah Sasse (Lincoln, Neb.). 

Sasse led the Huskers with a 75.97 stroke 
average and ranked sixth in the Big 12 in that 
category (76.37 regular-season average). The 
Lincoln High product placed eighth or higher 
in five of seven spring appearances in 2000. 
She finished second at the Big 12 Fall Preview, 


Huskers Harbor High 


won the Betsy Rawls Classic, placed third at 
the Big 12 Championships before finishing 13th 
at the NCAA West Regional. Sasse’s score of 
220 was the best regional mark by a Husker in 
school history. 

Sasse followed her sophomore campaign 
with an impressive summer. She won the 2000 
Nebraska Women’s Amateur Golf Association 
Stroke Play Championship in June, before 


finishing second at the World University Golf | 


Championships in Northern Ireland in July. 

Sasse also qualified for the U.S. Women’s 
Amateur Golf Championship in Portland, Ore., 
where she competed in match play. 

If Sasse can build upon her successful 
sophomore campaign, she could challenge fora 
national title in 2001. 

“Sarah is very focused on golf,” Krapfl said. 
“She really wants to be the best player she can 
be. Right now, she has no weaknesses. If she 
continues to get better on the little things, she 
can compete for a national championship and 
Big 12 Conference honors.” 

‘Another golfer likely to compete for league 
honors is Amy Roux (Kearney, Neb.). Krapfl 
said the Huskers will turn to Roux, the lone 
senior on the squad, for leadership. The Kearney 
High product finished third on the team with a 
78.74 stroke average during the 1999-2000 
season, 

Roux spent the summer working on her game 
and qualified for the U.S. Amateur Aug. 7-12 
with a 2-over-par 72 at the Shadow Glen 
Sectional in Olathe, Kan., also qualifying for 
match play. 

“Amy is the only senior, so we expect

leadership from her,” Krapfl said. “We also feel 
she has the talent to take her game to a whole 
new level, which will be one of the keys to us 
improving this year.” 

Another key to the Huskers’ fortunes is 
junior Catha Fogelberg (Helsingborg, 
Sweden). Nebraska’s fourth-best golfer during 
the 1999-2000 season with a 78.81 stroke 
average, Fogelberg became a go-to 
player for the Huskers early in the 
spring when she placed 12th or 
higher in three straight meets. 

Fogelberg produced the second- 
best score by an NU golfer at the 
2000 NCAA West Regional witha 
three-round total of 226. 

“Catha’s efforts to focus on her 
game really showed last spring,” 
Krapfl said. “She became an 
important player for us. We will 
need that again from her this 
season.” 

Junior Amanda Sutcliffe 
(Gunnedah, New South Wales, 
Australia) joins Sasse, Roux and 
Fogelberg as the fourth returning 
NCAA Tournament participant. 
Krapfl expects Sutcliffe, who 
ranked fifth on the team as a 
sophomore with an 80.82 stroke 
average, to show marked 
improvement during the 2001 
son. 


“Amanda is probably the longest hitter on 
the team,” Krapfl said. “She has a lot of ability. 
She just needs to be more consistent and to 
trust her talent. If she does that, she could be 
one of our best players.” 

Other returning Huskers are sophomores 
Amanda Krane (Wantagh, N.Y.) and 
Stephanie Schaefer (Columbus, Neb.). As a 
freshman, Krane cracked the Husker lineup 
twice during the spring and started for NU 
four times during the fall of 1999. 

“Amanda has a tremendous amount of 
talent,” Krapfl said. “She just needs to get better 
at course management. She is another one we 
will really be counting on this season.” 

Although she has no starting experience, 
Schaefer could break into Nebraska’s lineup, 
Krapfl said. 

“Stephanie really wants to help the team 
out,” Krapfl said. “If she bulks up a little bit 
and keeps working hard, she may help us.” 

Joining the Huskers for the 2001 season is 
freshman Lesley Vaughn (Chandler, Ariz.). 
Vaughn attended Chandler High School where 
she qualified for the state tournament as an 
individual all four seasons she competed. 
posting her best finish of 17th as a freshman. 

Nebraska will compete in six tournaments 
during the fall before kicking off 2001 Feb. 23- 
25 at the Midwest Classic in Dallas, Texas. 
The Huskers will compete in six tournaments 
in the spring, including the April 23-25 Big 12 
Championships hosted by Iowa State in Ames, 
Towa. 

“We have a great schedule,” Krapfl said. 
“We'll face a lot teams that have NCAA

12 Conference continues to leave a legacy and 
maintain a leadership role in academics, student 
life, governance, competition, sportsmanship, 
andcomplianceareas withinthe NCAA framework. 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the 
integration of academic and athletic endeavors, 
Baylor, Colorado, Iowa State, Kansas, Kansas 

a State, Missouri, Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma 
Kevin Weiberg State, Texas, Texas A&M and Texas Tech 
Commissioner combined forces on Feb. 25, 1994, and forged the 
Big 12 Conference, one of the most powerful 

alliances in NCAA Division I. 

Individually, memberschools have long been recognized foracademicand 
athletic excellence. Athletically, Big 12 teams have accounted for 161 
national team championships-145 NCAA and 16 wire service football titles- 
through July 1, 2000, while its student-athletes had claimed more than 800 
NCAA crowns entering the 1999-2000 academic year. The conference also 
has enjoyed success in the placement of the 1999 Dr Pepper Football 
Championship Game in San Antonio, Texas, the 2000 Phillips 66 men’s and 
women’s basketball tournaments in Kansas City, Mo., and the 2000 Phillips 
66 baseball postseason tournament in Oklahoma City, Okla. 

The formation of the Big 12 represented an undertaking by school chief 
executive officers to combine resources to achieve even higher levels of 
performance. Institution chancellors and presidents serve as the chief policy 
makers of the conference, operating as the Board of Directors. Administration 
ofthe circuit occurs through the Council of Faculty Athletics Representatives, 
Board of Athletics Directors and Board of Senior Woman Administrators. 

Kevin Weiberg began his tenure as the second full-time Commissioner of 
the Big 12 Conference on Dec. 4, 1998. Weiberg has made solid strides in 
the areas of conference governance, television negotiations and contracts, 
emphasis on sportsmanship, and national collegiate athletics’ policy making 
since taking the post. 

In May, 1999, the Big 12. adopted the Special Olympics as a primary 
philanthropy. Other charitable and community service organizations such 
as the Lou Groza National Collegiate Place Kicker Award, NCAA YES 
Program and Best Buddies have the sponsorship of the conference. 

Individual member-institutions have provided facilities for local, regional 
and national Special Olympics competition for years, but under the Big 12 
blanket, Special Olympians, 


enhance the “total person” concept both on and off the field. The Big 12 
promotes programs such as the Student-Athlete Advisory Committee, 
Special Olympics, NCAA Youth Neighborhood Sports, the NCAA YES 
program of clinics and stay-in-school messages to youngsters. 

The Big 12 has one of the most comprehensive regional and national 
telecast agreements in the country. ABC and FOX Sports Net combine to 
produce nearly 40 football games annually in syndicated, regional, national 
and prime time windows. 

ESPN and ESPN Regional provide regional over-the-air syndication, 
national cable and national network coverage of up to 90 men’s basketball 
‘games per season as well as selected women’s basketball special contests. In 
addition to the successfill syndicated package within the seven-state conference 
‘ion, ESPN Regional markets 10 games annually to CBS and ABC for the 
Big 12. 

FOX Sports Netreliesheavily on Big 12 supplied programming of regular- 
season volleyball and women’s basketball while televising nearly 30 events 
per year. No fewer than eight Big 12 Olympic championships are televised 
on either a regional or national cable basis, and FOX Sports Net boasts one 
of the finest weekly collegiate programs in the 40-installment “Big 12 
Showcase.” ESPN also promotes and televises an annual Big 12 women’s 
basketball challenge and aired the 1998 Phillips 66 Men’s Basketball 
Tournament title game in its entirety. The packages with ABC, FOX Sports 
Net and ESPN guarantee the Big 12 the finest intercollegiate coverage 
through the year 2008 and have added more than $200 million into the 
coffers of the member institutions in the 1996-2000 time frame.

Sasse’s score was the best score by a 
Husker female golfer at a regional, 
eclipsing the mark of 226 produced 
by Hanne Nyquist at the 1997 West 
Regional. 


Midwest Classic in Dallas, Texas, 
Feb, 25-27. With a seventh-place 
score of 235, Sasse, a sophomore 
Lincoln High product, led NU to a three-round 
mark of 948 and a fourth-place finish in the 16- 
team tournament. 

The Huskers followed the Midwest Classic with 
a sixth-place showing at the GTE “Mo” Morial in 
Houston, Texas, March 6-7. Fogelberg, a 
sophomore from Helsingborg, Sweden, fired a 
first-round 72 and ended up sixth with a 230, her 
second-best 54-hole score of the season. 

Nebraska notched its third top five finish in as 
many weeks March 13-14 at the Green Wave 
Women’s Golf Classic in New Orleans, La. The 
Huskers shot a 322 in the third and final round to 
boost their two-day score to 940 and fourth-place 
honors. 

NU’s momentum stalled the next week, March 
17-19, at the Betsy Rawls Longhorn Classic in 
Austin, Texas. The Huskers finished sixth with a 
945, but Sasse provided a bright spot, tying for 
first with a then-season-low 223 after rounds of 


73, 74 and 76. 

Sasse continued her hot streak at the Susie 
Maxwell Berning Classic in Norman, Okla., April 
10-11, where she finished second with a 299 and 
led the Huskers to their only tournament win of 
the fall despite a season-high score of 998. Then, 
the Huskers made their biggest 
improvements of the season. 
raska fired a 920 (300-306-314), its best 
score of 2000 at the time, and captured third at 
the Big 12 Tournament. Once again, Sasse led the 
Huskers, shooting rounds of 71, 75 and 79 to 
finish third with a 225. Sutcliffe, a sophomore 
from New South Wales, Australia, provided the 
Huskers with an unexpected boost, bettering her 
previous season-best by 14 strokes to fire a 288, 
good for eighth place. 

“It wasn’t that we weren’t playing well during 
the first half of the season,” Krapfl said. “We

Bahensky, the lone senior on the squad 
produced NU’s top scores on the final two days 
of the tournament, including a school record- 
tying 68 on day three. Bahensky fired rounds of 
79, 78, 68 and 76 for a 301 mark, finishing in a 
tie for 25th in her final appearance as a Husker. 

“We will really miss Elizabeth,” Krapfl said. 
“For a player of her ability to choose to stay in- 
state was a big boost to our program. We will miss 
her leadership and her talent. Shooting a 68 at 
nationals on such a tough golf course was an 
outstanding way for her to go out.” 

Sasse provided NU with its second-highest 
finish, posting rounds of 74, 75, 78 and 77 for a 
304 and a tie for 41st.
